2. In July 97 because of incessant rams at Mangalore, 
certain areas were flooded and the District administration 
requested the assistance of the Coast Guard viz. District 
Hqrs|-3 for rescuing the marooned population. Immediately, 
a team was formed and XJ B Shukla, P/Nvk (CK) 00901-Y 
volunteered to bo part of the flood relief team. At about 
2100 hrs. on 10 July 97 District Hqrs-3 contingent proceeded 
to the flooded areas. On reaching the site, it was observed 
that due to the flood waters, low lying areas were submerg¬ 
ed resulting in the formation of small inslands in which 
people were forced to seek shelter. At this Juncture, a 
distress call was received by the Coast Guard Camp from 
one of the inmates of the so formed islands. In view of 
dangerously rising flood waters, the need of the hours was 
to evacuate the persons. A team under the leadership of 
UB Shukla, P/Nvk (Ck) alongwith two other sailors rowed 
through the cross-currents and managed to reach the flood¬ 
ed house, despite the rescue boat hitting numerous obstruc¬ 
tions on the way. The strong currents emanating from the 
flood waters made the rescue work very hazardous if not 
impossible. Sh. Shukla with unflinching courage, dedication 
and utmost sincerity not only maintained his composure but 
also encouraged his fellow sailors to complete the daunting 
task. Though by profession Shukla Is a Cook, he acted very 
intelligently, manoeuvered the boat deftly and secured along¬ 
side the flooded house. On reaching the site the team found 
that an elderly couple were stranded without any protection 
against the dangerously rising waters and extremely adverse 
weather conditions. 

3L Due to old age, the couple were literally crippled and 
could hardly move about and death seemed to be staring at 
their wrinkled faces. To his utter surprise,. the old couple 
weife not willing to vacate the house because of the fear of 
losing their valuables in the house. Shukla displayed his 
diplomatic skills in an exemplary manner and persuaded the 
couple to vacate the house. Before vacating, he shifted their 
valuables to a higher platform as desired by the couple and 
returned to the Coast Guard Camp.

4. A candidate must be either :— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, oar 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, ^before 
the 1st January 1962, with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

' (e) p person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, and East African

REGULATION FOR THE PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
OF CANDIDATES FOR APPOINTMENT TO THE 
INDIAN RAILWAY SERVICE OF MECHANICAL 
ENGINEERS 

These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming up to required physical standard 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in ibe regulations can¬ 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners, However, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations it would be permissible 
for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 
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It should, however, bo clearly understood that the Govern¬ 
ment of India reserve to themselves absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
ihe Medical Board, 

! 1, To be passed ns At for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from, any 
physical defect likely to interfere with, the efficient perfor¬ 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 

( ist girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
e, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever cor- 
ition figures are considered most suitable as a guide in 
wramination of the candidates. If there be nny dispro- 
tions with regard to height, weight and chest girth, the 
ididate should be hospitalised for investigation and X-Ray 
the chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not 
bf the Board.

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye 
vision but the naked eye vision of the candidates 
shall however, be. recorded by the Medical Board 
or other medical authority in every case, as it will 
furnish the basic information in regard to the con¬ 
dition of the eye. 

The candidate will be examined with the apparatus and in 
accordance with the method prescribed by tbs Railway 
Board’s Standing Advisory Committee of Medical Officers, 
to determine his acuity of vision. 

N.B.—No candidate will be accepted for appointment

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
tsed as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
leen minuts of any exercise or'excitement. Provided the 


patient and particularly his arm is relaxed he may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient side in a more or less horizontal position. The atm 
should be freed from cloths to the shoulder. The cuff com¬ 
pletely deflated, should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the aim and its lower edge- an 
inch or two above the bepd of the elbow. The following 
terms of cloth bandage should spread evently over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. 
The cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg, and then slowly 
deflated. The level at which the column stands when soft 
successive sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure 
When more afr is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard 
to increase in intensity. The level at which well-heard clear 
sound change to soft muffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure. The measurement should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of tbs cuff 
is irritating’ to the patient and vitiate the readings. Recheck¬ 
ing, if necessary, should bet dene only a few minutes after 
complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff is 
deflated sounds are heard at a certain level they may dis- 
apuear as pressure, falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This Silent Gap may cause error in reading.

- The following inlinfetibn is made for the guidance of the

or (b) the actual date of completion of training which ever 
is later 

Provided however that those, Special Class Apprentices 
who could not pass parts I & II of AMIME .-(London)/ 
Parts A & 15 of AMIE (India) Examination within 4 years 
of their apprenticeship will be deemed to have been, appoint¬ 
ed as probationers only from the date when they pass in full 
either of these examination. 

Note :—(1) The retention in service of probationers and 
the grant of annual increments are subject to satisfactory 
reports on their work being received at the end of each 
year of probation. 

(ii) The sdrvice* of a probationer may be terminated on 
three months notice on either side. 

' 2. During the 1st and 2nd year of probation they will be 
sent to one or more of the Indian Railways for tindergoing 
training in accordance with the Syllabus prescribed for the 
purpose as modified from time to time. The probationers 
may alsq be required to attend after working hours, a tech¬ 
nical college or special lectures on Engineering subjects. 
They will be given an oral test at the end of each phase of 
training .during these two years of training and at the end 
of the 2nd year, they will be given a written test to be con- 
, ducted jointly, by the Chief Mechanical Engineer and the 
Chief Operating Superintendent of the Railway to which 
they are posted, on the training received by the probationers 
during this period. The qualifying-marks at tills test will 
be 50 per cent.
